Poterson still s giving Interviews at the
rote of three a day, discuasing every
phase of thoe ease, and Issuing denials
end retractions right and left. Today the
only thing he could find to deny was the
story that he demanded $100 from Cord a
few days befors the murder.

“The office hoy knows the name of the
woman In the case,” sald Peterson, "Aws
poon us he will tell her name I'll flle o
writ of mbens corpus to got out of here.
go to the woman and say: ‘You're the
one that did the job. You're the one
responnible,’ But 1 can't do anything
until 1 find out who the woman ia"

Peterson agaln became garrulous about
his blg Florida timber deal, and added o
lot of detalls that he hadn’t thought of,
he sald, in a half dogen conversations
touching on the deal within the last few
days. Prosecutor Willlam J. Krgft pays
little attention to anything Pelerson says
since he branded the witness a “monu-
mental lar."

A reprasentiative of the prosecutor is in
Noew York today Interviewing IDir.

Hhattuok, however, from whom Peterson
says he got the epiilon for the Florida
